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NATIONAL LOCAL AGENTS ASSOCIATION. 

Wuite the St. Louis convention of the Na- 
TIONAL ASSOCIATION OF LocAL FirE INSURANCE 
AGENTS Was not spectacular, it sufficed to show 
the need of the leading local agents of the 
country being banded together for the protec- 
tion of their rights and the improvement of 
the business. The Yonkers decision, coming 
when the local agents were unorganized, 
would not have been prosecuted as it has, and 
the ownership of expirations would have been 
still in question. The National organization 
was in a position to take up the matter and 
handle it. Other contingencies will arise from 
time to time from the very nature of the busi- 
ness, which will require the services of the 
organized body of agents. 

The radicals and reformers, the theorists 
and disturbers in the association, are sup- 
planted by the brains and character of the 
business. The leaders in the ranks appreciate 
the vital necessity of co-operating with the 
companies in elevating the tone of the calling 
and bringing about practical reforms. There 
is no incendiary talk at the conventions, but 
a conservative and calm discussion of the 
problems. 

The National association now desires to 
promote the work of extension and secure new 
members. In “this increased membership it 
seeks the agents who are genuine agents and 
are leaders in their community. It does not 
wish side liners. The association wants qual- 
ity. 

The election of Henry H. Putnam of Bos- 
ton, a young man of ability and character, who 
is in closer touch with the agency movement 
than almost anyone else, to the office of sec- 
retary, will mean a general revival of interest. 
Mr. Putnam did not seek the office, but lead- 
ing men throughout the country insisted on 
his assuming the position. We feel that he 
will guide the machinery safely and wisely. 

The National association stands on a solid 
foundation. 


MOVEMENT IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

THE action of the INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIA- 
rioN OF ACCIDENT UNDERWRITERS, in seeking to 
rid accident and health insurance policies of 
fancy superfluities and putting these contracts 
on a more simple basis, is a step in the right 
direction. Business men, so far as we are 
able to judge, appreciate a_ straightforward 
contract which indemnifies them in case of 





an accident or sickness, stripped of a lot of 
side issues that amount to but little, and which 
confound the policyholder. In some of the 
diversions of the modern contract the compa- 
nies have placed themselves in the position of 
making a business giving a reasonable profit, 
one where the margin is narrow and is so slight 
as to require a miscroscope to find it. Let the

Fire Marshal and Valued Policy Statutes in 
the Buckeye State Are Being 
Put Under X-Rays. 


Chicago managers believe the Ohio fir 
marshal can be knecked out on constitutional 
grounds because it is class legislation Vhey 
contend that the insurance companies alone 


are being made to pay for a service that hen 
efits the entire State and its citizens. It is 
likely that proceedings will be brought in a 
short time to test the measur« The companies 
would graciously pay the bills if they felt the 
office was being conducted as it should bk 
The managers say that it has descended into 
a political sineccure and the companies are pay 
ing the fiddler hey say the governor gives 
them no voice in appointments or the policy 
of the office and sends’an icy chill down their 


vertebra every chance he gets T hey feel 
that the work has been prostituted to political 
ends and that the incumbents in office are 
henchmen of the dominant party 

Another move the companies are considering 


is a test of the Ohio valued policy law on 
the ground that it interferes with the right 


of private contract. It has not been definitely 
decided whether proceedings will be begun to 
knock out the law or not The companies 
think that under the Ohio constitution the law 
will not stand. However, they began such 
an action in Wisconsin several years ago, the 


United States Supreme court holding the Wis 
consin valued policy law unconstitutional, but 
declaring at the same time that the State had 
a right to refuse to admit companies. It wa 
thought best not to tamper with the buzz saw 
for fear of being thrown out of the State 
Hence the valued policy law still is in force in 
Wisconsin. If a similar decision were reached 
as to Ohio, nothing would be gained It is 
for the legal talent to decide now as to the 
possibilities.

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WILL GIVE EXPERT COUNSEL 


METHODS OF POLICYHOLDERS UNION 


To Become the Advisor for Municipalities and 
Commercial Bodies in Dealing With De- 
mands of Insurance Companies. 


The Policyholders Union of Chicago is in 
correspondence with all cities which have 
heen notified of the conflagration charge and 
also those where it is proposed to have the 
charge in a short time. This organization was 
primarily started to examine insurance policies 
and give advice to the assured regarding de- 
fects in his policies, the distribution of his 
line and the improvement of his risk. It has 
added several other features to its work, and 
is now taking up the labor of lending its ex- 
pert service to municipalities and business 
men’s organizations to act as their counsel in 
dealing with the insurance companies on de- 
mands made for the improvement of water- 
works, fire department and individual risks. In 
other words, this organization’s relationship 
to a city or body of business men is just 
the same as a public adjuster to the assured 
when the latter has a loss. 

Presidents Holt's Explanation. 

President George H, Holt of the Policyhold- 
ers Union, who is a business man of wide 
experience and capabilities and who is inter- 
ested in a number of enterprises throughout 
the West, outlined the purposes of the organ- 
ization to THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER as fol- 
lows: 

“Our Union appreciates the rights of the 
insurance companies and also recognizes the 
wisdom of their plan in desiring to improve 
the. waterworks, fire department and_ indi- 
vidual risks, and thus reduce the conflagration 
hazard. At the same time we find that the 
demands of the companies are frequently ex- 
treme or unwise. It is for us to determine 
whether we think that there is a conflagration 
hazard, and, finding such, to seek the best 
means to reduce it. If the suggestions of the 
insurance companies appear to be the best, we 
will adwise their adoption, but if we find other 
means are more practicable, less expensive and 
bring about the same ends, we will seek to 
have these approved. 

Natural Impulse Is to Fight. 

“We feel that we are in a position to give 
expert advice to municipalities and business 
men on these questions. When insurance 
companies. make demands, the natural impulse 
of the business man is to protest and claim 
that it is an unjust requirement. Their course 
is to begin a fight. Our method is to make 
an examination of the demands and ascertain 
the purposes of the companies. We may dif- 
fer with the experts who are sent from the 
companies, and hence desire to get together 
with the companies’ experts and agree on some 
plan that will be satisfactory to all interests. 
The companies must recognize the rights of 
the assured as well as their own. Some of 
the demands made appear to business men as 
impracticable and impossible. We find that in 
some cities the conflagration hazard is taken 
care of in the present schedules. It would 
be unjust to saddle on an additional charge. 
We find that the demands made on some mu- 
nicipalities involve a very large expense and 
more than the municipality can bear. In such 
would seek a method to have the 
changes brought about gradually. 

Saddle Cost on All for Good of Few. 

“In some instances we find that the insur- 
ance companies are seeking to saddle charges 
on municipalitics where all citizens are obliged 
to contribute and which will only benefit a 
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few, and these few are amply able to stand 
the expense. Instead of dealing with a mu- 
nicipality or large body of men, it is our idea 
to have a city place its case in our hands 
and allow us to deal with the companies. In 
this way experts can meet experts, where the 
rights of all can be recognized. We thor- 
oughly believe in the reduction of the con- 
flagration hazard where it exists, and the 
question to be solved is how to reduce this 
in the most effective way without its being a 
great burden to property owners. 

Private Fire Departments. 

“We have a branch devoted to the organ- 
ization, training and maintaining of a private 
fire department in large stores or plants. We 
find this a very effective means of decreasing 
the fire hazard, and we think will contribute 
greatly to preventing conflagrations. We will 
advise business men to have these private 
departments, and for maintaining them they 
should receive a credit in their rate. We will 
carefully investigate a risk and advise the as- 
sured in just what way he can lessen the 
hazard. By having experts go over these 
questions from the standpoint of the assured, 
it does not become a one-sided affair, and fre- 
quently the insurance companies can be shown 
how a modification or change of their demands 
will bring about the same results with less 
hardship and expense than the original re- 
quirements.”

LIKELY TO BE A SHAKE-UP 


DEPARTMENT AFTER SURPLUS LINERS 


Illinois Authorities Seeking to Investigate 
Companies Having Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia Charters Operating from Chicago. 


The Illinois insurance department proposes 
to take up the matter of surplus line compa- 
nies chartered under the laws of other States 
but operating from Chicago as headquarters, 
and also those companies having special char- 
ters in Illinois which are operating from Chi- 
cago. The Appellate court of Illinois decided 
that a company organized under the laws of 
another State but operating from Illinois as 
headquarters must comply with the statutes 
of that State, whether it wrote policies on 
Illinois property or not. 

Follow in Wake of Lioy ds. 

With the decline and failure of numerous 
Lloyds, there has followed in their wake a 
number of stock companies chartered in West 
Virginia or Virginia, but having Chicago as 
their home office. These companies write sur- 
plus lines in all States outside of Illinois from 
their home offices in Chicago, but write Illi- 
nois business through regularly licensed sur- 
plus line brokers. The decision of the Ap- 
pellate court, which was rendered in the case 
involving wildcat companies, has been ap- 
pealed to the Supreme court. The Illinois 
department holds that this appeal was not 
made by the parties directly interested, but 
claims to have proof that the surplus line com- 
panies with headquarters in Chicago combined 
to have the appeal taken. 

Test Case Agesinst Shanklin 

A test case was made in the wildcat pro- 
ceedings against E. A. Shanklin. Mr. Shank- 
fin has appealed to the Illinois department 
to assist him before the federal grand jury, 
he taking the ground that, owing to the Ap- 
pellate court decision, he had been forced 
out of business and has retired from the un- 
derwriting field. The Illinois department las 
told Mr. Shanklin that as he has ostensibly 
appealed the decision, it looks like he is en- 
deavoring to remain in business, and hence 
the department does not feel as if it can tise 
its offices in his behalf. 

The department takes the ground that if 
the surplus line companies are back of the 
appeal, it will prejudice their case before the 
Supreme court. 

Department Likely to Bring Action. 

Even though the decision has been appealed, 
the department will likely bring proceedings 
against the surplus line companies on the 
ground that they have headquarters in Chi- 
cago and are not complying with the laws. 
Another charge made against these companies 
is that they are evading the surplus line license 
law, by clearing their business through two 
or three surplus line brokers who have taken 
out licenses largely to accommodate _ these 
companies. It is understood that the superin- 
tendent of insurance is seriously thinking of 
revoking the licenses of certain brokers, on the 
ground that they are taking advantage of the 
situation in representing these Chicago com- 
panies. 

Contentions of Surplus Liners. 

The surplus liners argue that they have a 
right to operate through surplus line brokers 
and appoint these men as their’ correspondents 
the same as companies operating from other 
States are allowed to appoint Chicago licensed 
brokers as their correspondents. 

Secures List of Nine Companies. 

The department has secured a list of nine 
companies with head offices in Chicago, with 
Virginia or West Virginia charters, that are 
writing surplus lines, and it is proposed to 
make an examination of them and_ perhaps 
bring proceedings to test their right to do 
business in Illinois without complying with the 
law. Several underwriters claim that some 
of these companies are very weak and have 
not sufficient funds to take on the liability 
which they are assuming. As far as can be 


learned, the department intends to protect the 
public as much as possible from questionable

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SOME FEATURES OF THE 
LOCAL AGENTS’ CONVENTION. 








OW much of a success the ninth an- 

nual convention of the National As- 

sociation of Local Fire Insurance 

Agents may be considered depends 
upon the point of view. If large registration, 
hospitable entertainment and a good time out- 
side the sessions constitute a successful con- 
vention, then the meeting at St. Louis ranks 
well with the best of its predecessors. If 
good meeting place, orderly, rapidly working 
business sessions, addresses that could be 
heard, profitable discussions and a gathering 
of friends and extending of acquaintances 
outside of convention hours are what make a 
meeting a success, then this one must be re- 
garded as more or less of a failure, the de- 
gree to be measured by the importance one 
attaches to these various features. 

a 


A mistake was made in taking the conven- 
tion to the World’s Fair. It was no place for 
it as a meeting of business men for business 
purposes. The railroads, however, were 
largely responsible for its going there. The 
executive committee had practically decided 
upon Hot Springs, Ark., when it was found 
that the railroads would not grant satisfactory 
rate concessions, so a change became a!most 
imperative, and certainly advisable. The as- 
sociation having invited itself to the World’s 
Fair, the St. Louis board accepted the position 
of host and performed the functions of the 
office with credit to itself. Of course, special 
entertainments were out of the question, but 
the board kept open house in Festival Hall 
every day of the meeting and its hospitality 
was fully appreciated. 

. a * 

Recital Hall in the Festival Hall building is 
not an ideal convention place by any means, 
but doubtless the best that could be had. The 
most serious objection arose from the music 
of the great organ in another part of the 
building where recitals were being given dur- 
ing. every session. With this sound coming 
from one direction and the buzz of voices and 
noise of people coming upstairs at the rear of 
the hall, the best that most of the delegates 
could do was to catch the general drift of 
what was going on. Had not the Insurance 
Field published a daily edition, which reached 
St. Louis early each morning, giving a full re- 
port of the previous day’s proceedings, many 
delegates might have gone home with but little 
idea of what had been said by most of the 
speakers. 

The registration was quite large. On Fri- 
day forenoon 322 names were on the register, 
including about fifteen newspaper men, nu- 
merous ladies, the wives and daughters of 
delegates, and some stray life insurance men 
and others who had acquired the registering 
habit. - 

* * * 

The papers on the whole were excellent. 
The applause they received was no criterion 
of their exceilence, because it came largely in 
response to a happy hit in an audible voice. 

Mr. Critchell of Chicago was at a great dis- 
advantage. His paper on the ownership of 
renewals was carefully prepared and presented 
many points not generally brought out in pre- 
vious discussions of this topic, but the second 
decision in the Sullard case put him somewhat 
in the position of a man discussing a cam- 
paign issue after election. 

General Downing’s address on “The Local 
Agent of Fifty Years Ago” took almost an 
hour in delivery. The point which really 
pleased the agents most was his declaration in 
favor of letting agents have a large hand in 
the rate making. Nobody can attend one of 
these conventions without seeing the strong 
sentiment among local agents, especially from 
some districts, against having rates made ex- 
clusively by company men. 

a. ss 

Manager McGregor’s paper on “Large City 
Problems,” was one of the strongest read at 
the meeting, but it received very little 
applause. It was read late in the forenoon 





when there was considerable confusion, so 
that many could not hear it, and there ap- 
peared to be hesitancy as to whether it should 
be accepted as sound doctrine. Some of the 
agents from small cities thought it was all 
right. To some large city agents it was a 
proposal to cut dow n their incomes from direct 
business. Later in the meeting Mr. Critchell 
of Chicago expressed the opinion that the 
companies were mostly responsible for present 
high commissions in large cities and made a 
hit by saying that such conditions Mr. Mc- 
Gregor favored could only come with single 
agencies. A. W. Neale of Cleveland said, 
“Reduce rates on preferred business and you 
will solve the whole difficulty.” Perhaps C. H. 
Woodworth of Buffalo best expressed the sen- 
timents of many when he said that Mr. Mc- 
Gregor was all right in his position, but “how 
are you going about it?” 
. x * * 

Mr. McGregor had a time getting into the 
hall in order to deliver his address. Not hav- 
ing been there the first day, he had no badge 
When he tried to go up the stairs, a Jeffer- 
son guard stopped him. Mr. McGregor un- 
dertook to explain that he was a fire insurance 
man, The story goes that the guard expressed 
strong doubts as to his veracity, intimating 
that he did not look like one. The guard 
had seen many of them going up and they 
were not as good looking as the man he was 
addressing. Mr. McGregor urged that he was 


going to make an address. “Oh, that’s an old’ 


bluff. A number of people have tried to work 
that,” the guard remarked. Finally the Chi- 
cago manager drew his manuscript out of his 
pocket and the guard compared the title with 
a program he had and passed him in. 

i 

The paper of Donald Macpherson, president 
of the Louisville board, on co-operation in 
rate-making, was judicial in its fairness. He 
held in brief that the companies should make 
the schedules but that in their application the 
knowledge of local conditions possessed by the 
local agents should be given large considera- 
tion. This question came up several times 
during the convention. It may almost be 
called George D. Markham’s hobby and Mr. 
Markham is one of the most popular men 
and influential factors in the association. 

After John F. Lyon of Tacoma had read 
his paper on “Western Local Agents,” in 
which he told something of the classes of 
business and splendid agency organization of 
the glorious State of Washington (Mr. Lyon 
confesses to being a real estate man), Mr. 
Markham by some questions drew out from 
him the statement that in Washington the 
local agents annually elect the rater, who 
applies the schedules made at San Francisco. 
Mr. Markham then proceeded to say that he 
considered this an ideal system, as both agents 
and companies are interested in the rates and 
both should have a voice in making them. 

Then a funny thing occurred. As Mr. 
Markham was leaving the platform the vener- 
able Martin J. Hubble of Springfield, Mo., 
father of John P. Hubble, formerly general 
agent of the Greenwich, rose to ask him a 
question. 

“Is the assured interested in the rate?” he 
inquired. 

“Certainly,” responded Mr. Markham with a 
smile, as if that was dead easy.

One of the very best features ¢ the conven- 
tion was the talk by Henry W. Eaton, United 
States manager of the L. & L. & G. It was 
not an address, just a plain talk delivered 
from the floor at the front of the hall, as Mr. 
Eaton even declined to take the platform. 
He told the local agents how highly he re- 
garded them, and there was nothing of the 
“jolly” about it either. He recounted the re- 





sponse of the companies to the agents’ ap 
peal against overhead writing and read a let 
ter from President North of the association 
explaining in some detail the aims of the 
organization to correct the evils of the busi 
ness. Kindly, but candidly, he called aften 
tion to the fact that it was the evils of the 
business and not of the companies alone that 
Mr. North said the association sought to cot 
rect, and told his hearers that they should 
have cleaned their own house before they 
appealed to the compaines to clean theirs 
Among the mistakes he thought agents had 
made was the endorsement of resident agent's 
laws after they had the pledge of the com 
panies that they would not write overhead. He 
cited an instance where his company had lost a 
large line it had had for years because a law 
had been enacted in the State where the 
property was located, forbidding a resident 
agent to divide commissions with non-resident 
brokers. The brokers who controlled the line 
were obliged to place it all in unauthorized 
companies in order to get their commissions. 
“The company lost its risk, the local agent 
his commission and the State lost its tax,” 
said he. 
* x 

The address of welcome by President Fran 
cis of the exposition company came on the 
third day of the session. This was unfortu 
nate, but unavoidable. President Francis 
could give President Roosevelt several very 
desirable cards and then beat him at the stren 
uous life these days. From an_ insurance 
standpoint the best part of President Francis’ 
address was his statement that while the 
World’s Fair authorities thought the rates ou 
the buildings exorbitant, the companies had 
forced them to install a spendid system of 
fire protection that he believed had been for 
the best interests of all. It was a frank 
confession of the truth of the great lesson 
the insurance interests are now endeavoring 
to make the public learn.

Fred Guenther of Detroit made one of the 
hits of the meeting. The way he came down 
the stretch under a heavy handicap was a 
pleasure to see. He was booked for the re 
sponse to the address of welcome. He had 
had his speech canned for several days before 
the convention; and then, when it had to re 
main in soak two days extra, he was afraid 
it would become embalmed. ‘To add to the 
discomfiture most men would have suffered 
under such circumstances, President Francis 
had to leave as soon as he had finished speak 
ing and welcome the Colonial Dames to th« 
fair. Mr. Guenther therefore had nobody to 
aim his response at, but he was equal to the 
occasion. President North had taken a chair 
about where Mr. Francis stood and Mr. Guen- 
ther 9 ge himself to him as “President 
Francis” to the merriment of the crowd, and 
the slight ‘cuien sion of the modest president 
of the association. He said some nice things 
and told some apt stories and carries great 
honor back to the city whose tonnage is 
greater thar that of Liverpool, as Mr. El 
dridge never tires of relating.

Colorado has no bad legislation, no over- 
head writing, no rate wars, no anti-trust law, 
no valued policy law.

The rates are satisfactory and the 
inspector takes pains to explain them to 
property owners and show their justice. 

In Illinois conditions have been so satis- 
factory that there was nothing to keep an 
organization up for and membership in the 
association has fallen off somewhat. The IIli- 
nois agents may have to call on the national 
association the coming winter to assist in 
an effort to prevent adverse legislation.

Missouri presents an interesting example of 
the effects of an anti-compact law. Such a 
law has been in force six years. The ex- 
pected result was demoralization and low 
rates.

INSURANCE OFFICE BUILDING WANTED. 

Chicago insurance men, who are agitating 
the erection of a building to accommodate the 
various insurance interests, still feel that such 
a project is feasible and practicable. Most of 
the local agents and some of the general 
agents are located in the National Life build- 
ing, and it is felt that the owners of this 
building have the insurance tenants at their 
mercy, now that they are concentrated in the 
building. Office space on La Salle srteet is 
at a premium, owing to a lack of buildings. 
The financial district needs about three new 
commodious office buildings, in order to ac- 
commodate the various tenants and keep rents 
at a normal figure. It is understood that the 
Northern Trust company, which will raze the 
Bryan block, will erect only a bank building 
on its site, and not an office building. This 
is disappointing to those who hoped to see 
a large office structure go up at this point. 
Insurance men believe that the companies and 
large interests should be induced to erect a 
building by purchasing property on some street 
where prices are not too high and lodge the 
insurance offices of the city, especially the fire 
offices, in one building. Rents could thus be 
kept at a reasonable figure. Insurance men 
feel that it is not for them to re 
main on La Salle street, provided they can 
he concentrated somewhere

WHOLESALE GROCERY HAZARD. 

The loss on the manufacturing plant of the 
Durand & Kasper Company, wholesale grocers 
of Chicago, has called the attention of under- 
writers to the hazard of this part of wholesale 
grocery establishments.

FIND THAT EXPENSE WILL BE GREAT. 


Cleveland Waterworks Department Reports 
Cost of Proposed High-Pressure System 
Would Be Nearly Halt a Million. 


A revised estimate of the cost of the pro- 
posed high pressure water system in Cleve- 
land been received from the waterworks 
depariment and the figures are rather a sur- 
prise to the friends of the movement. Pro- 
fessor Bemis estimates that it will require at 
least $457,000 to install the high pressure sys- 
tem in the downtown business district and 
light manufacturing section and in the manu- 
facturing district east. This is more than 
twice the original estimate of the cost. 

Superintendent Bemis suggests that for the 
present the portion of the system in the manu- 
facturing district be abandoned and only the 
congested downtown section be protected. It 
is without doubt true that this portion of the 
city needs protection more than any other, be- 
cause of the inflammable nature of the contents 
of buildings. And while Manager Patton of 
the inspection bureau feels that his first plan 
should he carried out, it is probable that he 
will take the matter up with the Chamber of 
Commerce along the lines suggested by Mr. 
Bemis as being the best that can be secured at 
this time, owing to the enormous cost, An- 
other proposition will probably be made after 
this is settled. 

Professor Bemis suggested another fire boat 
and high duty pumps at some one of the 
power stations along the river, but Mr. Patton 
feels that neither would be satisfactory. The 
boat and its maintenance would amount to too 
much and the pumps suggested would not ac- 
complish what is intended. A meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce committee will be held 
within two weeks to discuss this matter.

For the 40 percent re- 
maining it takes a non-interest-bearing note 
that will be held as a reserve until the ex 
piration of the policy, when, unless the losses 
have been exceedingly heavy, it will be re 
turned to policyholders in dividends. If the 
losses are very heavy, assessments will be 
levied on these notes. The company is taking 
risks on residence properties as well as on 
merchandise stocks and buildings occupied by 
the merchants. The company has a reserve 
fund of about $100,000 in secured notes and 
$20,000 in cash. It has now about $200,000 of 
insurance in force.

VALUE OF FIREBOATS WAS PROVEN. 


Boats Handled Elevator Fire in Fine Shape, 
While Engines Were Unable to Geta 
Stream Up to the Fire. 











The fire in the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway Company’s Elevator C, at Mil- 
waukee, last week, was the most spectacular 
that has occurred in the city for some time. 
rhe the fire is unknown, but it 
started near the top and spread so rapidly 
that two men working in the upper part of the 
building barely escaped by use of the fire

‘The great value of fireboats for fighting fires 
in high buildings was fully demonstrated. 
lhe building stood near the river and was 
eighty feet high, so that the stream from the 
fire engines scarcely reached the fire, while 
the fireboat’s streams were powerful enough 
to carry much higher than the building. Ow- 
ing to the rapid spread of the flames and the 
difficulty of reaching the seat of the fire, the 
damage -was heavy, being estimated by the 
railway officials at $70,000. But it is a cause 
for congratulation that the fire was not allowed 
to spread to Elevator B, 100 feet distant, or 
to any of the hundreds of railroad cars that 
filled the yards adjoining.

The insurance 
on all but about seven of the equipped plants 
is controlled by Milwaukee agents and placed 
in stock companies at very fair rates. The 
rates are gradually decreasing from year to 
year.

DES MOINES CONFLAGRATION CHARGE. 





Business Men Get Busy in an Effort to Get 
Improvements Made and Escape the 
Charge If Possible. 


The business men of Des Moines have ap- 
pointed a committee of leading citizens to 
look into the requirements made by the order 
promulgated by the Western Union for a con- 
flagration charge in the congested districts of 


the city. The committee is instructed to co- 
operate with the city council and the Des 
Moines Waterworks Company to see what 


steps can be taken to prevent the proposed in- 
crease in rates. The insurance men of the city 
estimate that the advances will cost the business 
interests of the city an additional $30,000 for 
insurance Se each year. They say that 
most of the building risks in the district de- 
scribed are covered by term insurance written 
last fall for three years and that advances will 
not apply until the expiration of present pol- 
icies. The stock risks are protected by one-year 
policies, most of which will expire between 
now and December 1, at which date the charge 
takes effect. ‘These risks will be made at once 

The committee of business men named to 
investigate the advance has called a mass meet- 
ing for Thursday afternoon of this week and 
has invited business men in the conflagration 


districts of East and West Des Moines, offi- 
cers of the water company, the chief of the 
fire department and assistants, special, local 


and general agents, the mayor and city council 
and the police and fire commissioners. It is 
believed that the result will be a vigorous 
protest against the proposed advance, on the 
ground that the demands for improvement are 
out of proportion and cannot be complied with 
by December 1. It is said that the resident 
fire insurance agents are preparing a vigorous 
protest against the increase ordered and that 
the local board of underwriters will at its 
meeting next week join in resolutions to the 
companies protesting against the increase as 
unwarranted and demanding abrogation of the 
advance, coupled with a refusal to apply it. 
Matters are very much up in the air,.and the 
outcome will not be known until after the 
meeting on Thursday. 

The conflagration districts as outlined are 
as follows: 

West Des Moines—From the river to Ninth 
street; from High street and Grand avenue on 
the north to Market street on the south. 

East Des Moines—Fourth to Sixth streets 
and Grand avenue to Walnut street. 

Four separate charges of 5 percent are added 
to the old rates on accneneh of deficient water 
supply and street mains; fire department and 
building ordinance; unprotected vertical open- 
ings; and unprotected side and rear wall, door 
and window openings. 





TO BE A UNION COMPANY. 

A. J. Love, secretary of the State Insurance 
Company of Omaha, Neb., has applied for 
admission to the Western Union.

CONFLICT OVER COMPANY LIABILITY. 


Tornado Claims Bring Out Controversy Be- 
tween the Fire Companies and Tornado 
and Plate Glass Companies. 


Considerable of a controversy has arisen over 
the tornado that recently swept over St. Paul 
and Minneapolis with regard to the claims 
against tornado companies and those writing 
sprinkler leakage and plate giass insurance. In 
this department recently the risk of Somers & 
Co., of Minneapolis, was referred to, in which 
was noted the conflict between the tornado 
companies and sprinkler leakage companies on 
account of the wind blowing over a sprinkler 
tank and damaging the sprinkler system. The 
sprinkler compznies claim it was a tornado loss 
and the tornado companies claim it was a 
sprinkler loss. 

A conflict has arisen in St. Paul over the 
Donaldson loss, which had plate glass insur- 
ance for glass on the first floor. Some of the 
tornado companies claim that they were not 
liable for this plate glass loss. Others claim 
that they should pro rate the loss with the 
plate glass companies. It resulted in the as- 
sured collecting in full from the plate glass 
companies, who will now subrogate the claim 
against the tornado companies. As a_ usual 
rule the plate glass companies claim that in 
case of a tornado loss the tornado and plate 
glass companies shall pro rate the loss on plate 
glass. An effort was made after the St. Louis 
storm a few years ago to have an arbitrary 
ruling making the plate glass companies liable 
for one-half the plate glass loss and the tor- 
nado companies for half. This was not satis- 
factory to the plate glass companies, which 
claim that the loss should be pro rated among 
all the companies. This seems to be the view 
that is usually taken as being the most just. 





PROTEST FROM DUBUQUE. 

The recent protest on part of the Dubuque, 
Iowa, agents on account of the Bennett rates 
in this city has about died out. The agents 
claim that in numerous instances the Bennett 
rates were too high and could not be secured. 
Some of the field men took the matter up with 
the agents, endeavoring to convince them that 
it was their duty to educate the assured up to 
the new rates,

St. Paul Will Make Required Improvements I 
Charter Amendment Carries- Little 
Complaint in Either City. 

The St. Paul Fire 
has received assurance from the fire depart- 
that if the amendment to the city char- 
ter, increasing the appropriation from $215,000 
to $245,000, carries at the coming election, the 
improvements in the department, the lack of 
which is the cause for a 5 percent charge 
made by the Western Union at Frontenac, will 
be made. These improvements provide for 
four additional engines—one on the West Side 
at Fairfield avenue and Robert street; 
the St. Anthony Hill district, at 
enue and Victoria street ; 
avenue, first district at 
versity avenue, and one on the East Side, at 
Payne avenue and York street. The associa- 
tion also recommends that nine men be pro- 
vided for each engine company, ten for each 
truck company and four for each chemical. 

The association has received few complaints 
from business men or local agents on account 
of the increase, which amounts in all to 15 
percent, 5 percent being charged for unpro- 
tected vertical openings and 5 percent for un- 
protected side and rear wall and window 
openings. The rates apply to risks in the busi- 
ness district bounded by Eighth on the north, 
Broadway on the east, the river on the south 
and St, Peter street on the west. 

There have been few complaints on account 
of the raise in Minneapolis, which was 10 per- 
cent, 5 percent for unprotected vertical open- 
ings and 5 percent for side and rear wall 
and window openings. ‘The district affected is 
bounded by Seventh street, Fourth avenue 
North, Fourth avenue South and the river.

FIREPROOF BUILDINGS IN ST. PAUL. 


Building Inspector Points Out a Vital Defect in 
the City Ordinances Respecting Struc- 
tures in Downtown Area, 


Deputy Building Inspector Ellerbe of St. 
Paul, Minn., made a statement to the city 
council that there are not half a dozen fire- 
proof buildings in St. Paul. He said this in 
explaining that the city has no power to con- 
demn a large new building being erected on 
Fifth street between Robert and Minnesota on 
the ground that it is not fireproof. ‘The build- 
ing is of wood construction and is being 
erected for Mrs. Von IJIlemert of Taris, 
France. 

“There is a mistaken impression that all new 
buildings erected within the fire limits in St. 
Paul must be of fireproof construction,” said 
Mr. Ellerbe. “As a matter of fact there are 
not half a dezen fireproof buildings in St. 
Paul. 

“The building code provides merely that 
such a building shall have outside walls and a 
roof covering of incombustible material. Un- 
der the ordinance it is possible for anyone to 
erect a building for office or for store pur- 
poses covering a block, using wood entirely for 
inside construction and not putting in a single 
fire wall in the entire structure. ‘The building 
might be six stories high and the building in 
spector could not prevent it.” 


COMPANY'S REPORT HELD CORRECT. 

The Polk county district court has denied 
the application of C. W. Graham and other 
stockholders of the Des Moines insurance 
company the right to go through the com- 
pany’s books in a search for assets which the 
stockholders claim the company transferred 
from one account to the other at the time the 
company was changed from a mutual to an old 
line corporation. The application was bitterly 
fought, but the judge said the stockholders 
must accept the company’s reports to the state 
auditor as correct.

INSURED WINS ON FIRST TRIAL. 

One of the most noted lawsuits in the State 
of Iowa has just been decided’ in Winnebago 
county, where Seibert Brothers have been 
awarded a judgment of $4,500 and costs 
against the German of Freeport and other com- 
panies. A motion for a new trial has been filed 
and, if this is denied, the case will be taken to 
the Supreme court and fought out there. 
The action was brought to recover on a loss 
by fire, which occurred in the plaintiff’s store 
at Forest City, last December. The loss was 
adjusted at $1,700 and the plaintiffs refused to 
accept it, consolid: iting an action for $8,000 
against six insurance companies, including, be- 
sides the German of Freeport, the Germania, 
Delaware, Northwestern National, Reliance 
and Queen

LIFE INCJRANGE GIRGLES. 


ADMINISTRATOR HAS NO INTEREST. 


Court So Holds in Case Where Company Sues 
to Revive an Action Against the 
Assured. 





Judge Amidon of the Federal court at 
Fargo, N. D., has decided against the AZtna 
Life on its motion to revive a suit started by 
it against the late Knute Dahle to cancel a 
life insurance policy, making the administrator 
of his estate defendant, and asking to make his 
widow a party to the suit. Dahle took a policy 
for $5,000’a year ago and died of consumption 
in July. Before his death the company brought 
suit to cancel the policy on the ground of mis- 
representations and fraud in making the appli- 
cation. The court held that the administrator 
succeeded to no interest in the policy. Mrs. 
Dahle has brought suit for collection of the 
claim. The company desired to make the case 
one of equity. 





PLAINTIFF CHARGES DISCRIMINATION, 


Suit Brought Against Mutual Reserve to Col- 
lect Alleged Excess Assessments 
Paid in Past Years. 


An interesting suit has been brought against 
the Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association of 
New York by James H. Wood, in the Ramsay 
county District court at St. Paul, to collect 
$1,909 alleged excess assessments, on the 
charge that the association discriminated 
among its policyholders in the application of 
rates. It is said that the suit is a test case 
and that many policyholders are interested in 
the outcome. 

Mr. Wood alleges hat he took out a policy 
in 1885, and four years later the association 
adopted a table of rates, graded according to 
age. In 1895 the association adopted a resolu- 
tion providing that in determining the rate of 
assessments for those who took out policies 
before January '1, 1890, one-half of the num- 
ber of years between the date of admission 
and 1895 be added to the age of the policy- 
holders, whereas those who became members 
of the association after January 1, 1890, should 
pay the rates based on their attained age. 

Mr. Wood also charges that on February 1, 
1898, the association discriminated between the 
members who took out policies on the fifteen- 
year plan before 1890 and those after by as- 
sessing the former at the attained age and 
the latter at the age of entry. Mr. Wood 
charges other discriminations, and alleges that 
the excess assessments which he paid amount 
to $1,990.

“CLOUD ON THE OLD WAYNE’S NAME” 


As They Don’t Want to Wait Till the Clouds 
Roll By, They Propose to Change 
the Name. 


A meeting of the members of the Old Wayne 
Mutual Life of Indianapolis has been called 
for November 15 to vote to rid the company 
of the odium attached to the name, “Old 
Wayne,” and substitute that of the Indiana 
Mutual -Life Insurance Company. They will 
also be asked to approve the contract of trans- 
fer from the old company to the new. - The 
secretary in his letter to members of the Old 
Wayne Association, says: “The state of 
affairs disclosed by an investigation conducted 
by the insurance department and the fact that 
a suit for $60,000, alleged to have been mis- 
appropriated by the former president and secre- 
tary (L. C. Stewart and C. C. Gilmore) is 
now pending against those former officers, has 
cast a cloud upon the Old Wayne’s name. 
In view of these facts it is now thought best 
to get rid of the name which has been brought 
into such disrepute.” 





NATIONAL U. S. A. HAS EXPANDED.

TRUSTEESHIP POLICY OF NATIONAL. 


New Installment Policy Issued in Numerous 
Forms with a Coupon for Each 
Installment. 


The National Life, U. S. A., has recently 
issued a “trusteeship” policy which is quite 
attractive. It is in reality an installment 
policy with installments in even fractions of 
the face of the policy. For cxample, a policy 
of $10,000 is payable in twenty annual! install- 
ments of $500 each or ten of $1,000 each, 
while it has a commuted value, if payable in 
one sum. The peculiarity of this policy is that 
it has attached to it coupons similar to those 
attached to gold bonds, each calling for the 
amount of one annual installment and pay- 
able at intervals of one year. 

This policy is written in the following 
forms: ordinary life, 10, 15 and 20 payment 
life, 10, 15, 20, 25 and 30 year endowment, 
all of which are participating, and 10 and 20 
year renewable term, non-participating. ‘They 
provide for payment in 10, 15, 20, 25 or 30 in- 
stallments. 

While the policy is issued on the deferred 
distribution plan, it agrees that in the event 
of the death of the assured after five years from 
the date of the policy and before the distri- 
bution period, the policy being then in force, a 
special mortuary dividend will be paid in addi- 
tion to the claim.

WOULD IMPROVE SURETY CONDITIONS, 


Managers See That Commencement Must Be 
Made in the Field and Cuthroat Tac- 
tice Must Be Abandoned. 


Surety underwriters throughout the central 
West are greatly interested in the movement 
among the eastern managers to put the busi 
ness on a higher plane than it has occupied for 
time They that the tendency 
is not so much toward fixing rates as to get 
together upon those points that are vital to all, 
especially the field work which has been in 
a muddled state for some time. Managers 
feel that their companies must stand upon an 
equality with the best financial concerns of the 
country, and that as long as doubtful tactics 
must be pursued by their representatives in 
order to place business upon the books, this 
result will not be reached. Unless a general 
understanding can be had it is believed that 
the surety business cannot be improved; but, 
on the other hand, if the managers get to- 
gether, find out that there is no need of fight- 
ing each other to the death and agree to work 
hand in hand for the good of the business in 
general, much ground will be gained. The 
better class of agents have no desire to operate 
otherwise than upon a strictly legitimate basis ; 
yet, as long as one company resorts to bad 
practices the agents of others are compelled 
to follow suit or be left out of some good 
lines.

FIRST MEETING OF THE. WINTER HELD. 


Cincinnati Accident Underwriters Association 
Is Proving a Great Success—Some of 
Its Plans of Action. 


The Cincinnati Accident Underwriters Asso- 
ciation held its first meeting and banquet of 
the winter at the Business Men’s Club last 
week, This association is the only one of its 
kind in the United States and has been run- 
ning successfully for about two years. The 
most important part of its work, however, was 
begun only about a year ago. 

The. association now embraces in its mem- 
bership the principal representatives ‘of all the 
stock accident insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in Cincinnati, except the purely industrial 
companies. At the meeting it was decided to 
invite the representatives of mutual companies 
to become members, but the proposition to ex- 
tend the same invitation to solicitors was con- 
sidered inadvisable. In addition to the social 
features, the object of the Cincinnati organi- 
zation is the protection of its members. It does 
not aim to control their actions or the con- 
duct of their business, and they are not called 
upon to do or refrain from doing anything 
they see fit. The mutual accident men can ex- 
change information with the stock company 
representatives to the advantage of both, and 
aside from the friendly feeling that should 
prevail among the followers of the same busi- 


ness, it was considered desirable to have 
them in. 
The information exchanged is purely for 


the benefit of the member asking for it, — 
does not bind him in any way. The syste: 
of operation is extremely simple and ine aoe 
sive. Each member furnishes the secretary 
with such names as he thinks ought to be on 
file, and these names are bulletined as fast 
as they are received. A card index record is 
kept in each office, showing merely the name 
and by whom it was reported. A member re- 
ceiving an application from a party whose 
name appears on the list can consult the one 
who placed it on file and learn all the facts 
that are known, and with this know ledge he is 
free to act on —_ own judgment. The infor- 
mation may not be derog: tory to the party, 
and the list is by no means like a “blacklist.” 

This system has been found of great value 
in protecting both managers and companies, 
and it is rather surprising that it has not been 
adopted in other cities. Any member will be 
pleased to furnish fuller particulars.

NEW POLICY OF THE UNION MUTUAL. 


Casualty Company of Cleveland Will Issue a 
Contract Covering a Wide Range of 
Indemnity and Protection. 


A policy contract has been gotten out by 
the Union Mutual Casualty Company of 
Cleveland, which includes a number of new 
features. Death benefits range from $2,000 in 
Class AA to $80 in Class FF, and the in- 
demnity for the loss of both hands, feet or 
eyes calls for the same amount. Half those 
amounts will be paid for the loss of one hand, 
foot or eye. The monthly indemnity for total 
disability ranges from $100 in the highest 
class to $10 in the lowest, with indemnity for 
partial disability ranging from $50 to $5. 
Class AA has three divisions, so that almost 
anyone could find a policy that would suit 
him in cost. For instance, the largest policy 
in that class, $2,000 death indemnity, $100 
total disability and $50 partial disability, costs 
$1.50 a month. A policy for $1,500, $80 and 
$40 costs $1 a month, and $1,000, $60 and $30 
costs 75 cents. The smallest policy in this 
class is $500, $40 and $20, which sells at 50 
cents a month. The other classes have but 
three divisions, the highest costing $1 a month 
and the lowest 50 cents. The death benefits 
are made higher than usual, so that those in 
the more hazardous class may have a fair 
amount. 

One of the principal features is a list of 
specified amounts for surgical operations in 
addition to the regular indemnities. These 
range from $1 to $20 per thousand of insur- 
ance taken. Double benefits are provided for 
injuries resulting from railroad or street car 
accidents and from burning buildings. An 
addition of 10 per cent is made to the specific 
benefits for loss of limbs or sight for each 
consecutive year the policy is carried, up to 
and including five. Under an _ identification 
feature, the company agrees to notify relatives 
of an accident to the assured or bring him 
home should he be so disabled as to need 
special care.

The new electric light and power plant 
schedule makes an advance of 50 percent in 
the basis rate and a reduction of 40 percent 
for the use of coinsurance. This rate reduc- 
tion is made to equalize the tariff so that it 
will apply alike in States where 10 percent re- 
duction is required by law and vice versa. 
Agents in States where coinsurance is allow- 
able are not all in accord as to rate concessions 
for use of the clause. The union rule requires 
the 80 percent clause in policies covering tele- 
phone exchanges, but does not contemplate a 
reduction of 10 percent for same, although 
some agents are applying the tariff, then de- 
ducting 10 percent for coinsurance.
